STRUCK BY A SQUALL. 


THE SCHOONER C. G. BREBD CAPSIZED AND 
LOST.

“T had but just taken my position at the

While the vessel lay in this position the Captain 
and two of the crew succeeded in reaching the 
yawl and loosing her aft, but while in the 
act of getting her loose forward were 
washed away. One of the sailors floated 
around to where I was clinging to the rigging 
and clutched my wrist. It was with the greatest 
difficulty that 1 teleased myself from his hold, 
and, when I did ro, he grasped me around the 
neck. I knew that it would de impossible to 
save myself and have him clinging to my neck, 
so | unloosed his grip and he floated off. 

I NEVER SAW HIM AFTER. 
The vessel lay for about twenty minutes on her 
side, when she sank, and as she did she righted. 
I clung to the mast-head, and when she righted | 
I was lifted out of the water. I re- 
mained in this position until ree 
eued, about 1 o’clock yesterday morning, 
by a yawl-boat sent from the propeller 
Milwaukee. About 10 o’clock Friday night a 
propeller hovein sight, and I set up a cry for 
help. A yawl-boat was launched and came 
part way, when she returned to the propeller, 
and the steamer went on her way. Since being 
in port I have learned that it was the propeller 
Buffalo, and the Mate told me they returned to 
the boat because 

THEY COULD NOT SEE MB 
in the darkness. Being thoroughly wet and the 
wind blowing fresh, I became quite numb, but 
I felt quite certain that another propeller would 
pass before morning, so I clung to the masthead 
with renewed tenacity, determined to hail ber 
should she pass near enough.

THE RECEPTIONS. 
AT THE PACIFIC. 


A SHAKE WITH ALL CHICAGO. 

Yesterday, for the first time, Gen. Grant in 
reality shook hands with Chicago, and, for that 
matter, with all the surrounding country, for the 
crowd at the Grand Pacific Hotel yester- 
dav afternoon was thoroughly cosmopolitan, and 
represented the people as they are. After receiving 
the different veteran organizations during the first 
days of his stay here, it was eminently proper that 
an entire afternoon should be devoted to the peo- 
ple irrespective of organization or condition. The 
reception was not by any means devoted to those 
who walk in the lower levels of society, but, on 
the contrary, those received fitly represented a 
metropolitan city and its homogeneous population. 
It was the firet purely popular reception given by 
the General, and was appreciated as such. The 
crowd embracei high and low, rich and poor, 
young and old, big and little. All were given a 
brief opportunity to gaze on the General's 
face and shake the hand which received Lee's 
sword at Appomattox. The doors of the Grand 
Pacific were thrown open tothe world, and the 
General received as a man of the people. There 
were no invitations, no badges were needed, and 
no tickets required for admission. The police aud 
guards were not placed to refuse admission th any 
one, their whole duty being to preserve order and 
to reguiate the entrances and exits of as quiet and 
orderly a great crowd as Chicago hasever seen. It 
was as gevuine a touching of the popular pulse as 
could be well imagined. No one went because his 
club went, because his regiment went, or because 


he had to. There wae no urging.“ and the large 
crowd which availed itself of the opportunity 
granted is a most sure and certain evidence of the 
popular respect and admiration for Gea. Grant. 
The hour set for the reception was 2 o'clock, but 
fully an hour earlier than that the crowd began to

The arrangements for keeping the press in order 
were simply perfect, ana the Grand Pacific is ad- 
mirably suited for receptions of thie kind. There 


was almost a total lack of noise or confusion, the | 
crowd was good-hamored, and few compiaints | 


were heard. A detail of fifty men from the Union 
Veteran Club, formed in double line under the 
command of Col. W. 8. Scribner, concucted the 
crowd in single line, and, aided by a detachment of 
police under Maj. Heintzman, succeeded in keeping 
the crowd in almost perfect order. By a close 
compntation at least 4,500 people passed thronrnh, 
and the General's hand was racked that number of 
times. The limes were passed up the grand stair- 
case, through the halls and reception-roome, and 
out through the LaSalle street stairway. 

The detail from tne Union Veteran Club was 
present in accordance with the expressed request of 
Mr. Drake. and not asa continuation of the mili- 
tary receptions of the previous nights. 

One of the most enjoyable features of the re- 
ception was the excelient music furnisned by the 
Jefferson Barracks-Miilitary Band, led by Maj. 
Fred W. Lewis. Their playing was marked by 
good judgment and excelient execution. The 
General expressed marked pleasure at the music, 
which was continued during thé entire reception. 
They were posted at the north ena of the grand 
hail, and were surrounded by delighted listeners 
while they executed the following program:

THE HENSLEY MURDER. 
The detection of the Hensiey murderers seems 
baffled at every point. A clew furnished bya 
name scratched on the revolver failed to result 


in any good, and, thongh the thread was again 
picked up by the police Friday night, it has 
become impossible to follow it out to the 
end. The revolver was taken to C. Whittingham, 
a locksmith on Madison street, near Haleted, and 
he distinctiy remembered of having fixed the 
weapon some time before the 4th of last July. He 
got it from S. Hyman,,. pawnbreker at No. 127 West 
Madison street. Mr. Hyman also remembered of 
having once been the owner of the weapon, but could 
not recollect exactiy when it came into his posses- 
sion. It was one day during his absence from his 
home that his wife loaned 50 cents upon it toa 
young man who gave the name of Murphy, and 
who claimed to live at No. 21 West Randolph 
street. The weapon was out of order, and he 

red his wife about buying so worthless a tool. 
Mr. Whittingham wanted 75 cents for fixing it, but 
Hyman was unwilling to pay for it. and left it with 
him. Whittingham has great notoriety as an ex- 
pert in lock-picking and asa maker of tools for 
thieves, and once or twice he has been aubjected to 
a little rough usage by the police on account of 
hie unwillingness to tell all he knew 
about certain thieves. He volunteered on the 
start in this case to tell all he knew, bat at the 
last moment failed to recollect to whom hesold the 
weapon. The police state that one who conversed 
with Whittingham on the subject would leave him 
with the impression that be had not told all he 
knew, and they think tha would 
think hard, be conld recollect to whom 
he sold the weapon. Whittingham’s memory is 
certainly a bad sticking-point in so important a 
case. ;

MAYOR HARRISON AND GEN. GRANT. 

The New York Herald, in commenting 
upon the events of the Grant reception in 
Chicago, criticises the-taste and discretion of 
Mayor HannOx in one part of his welcom- 
ing address. We think the criticism is un- 
just, because it gives to the Mayor’s language 
a meaning which the words do not justify, 
and attributes to him an intention which he 
did not entertain. The Herald says: 

For the firet time in the round of welcoming 
festivities offered to Gen. Grant since his return 
to America, something occurred at Chicago which 
was in extreme bad taste. We refer to the speech 
made by the Mayor to the guest of the city. Mayor 
Hamrison’s trespess against decorum does aot 
seem to have been perceived by the audience, but 
it struck Gen. Grant, who was bound by his sense 
of hospitality courteously to ignore it. The well 
meaning but blundering Mayor undertook to de- 
liver to Gen. Grant a lecture on bis duty to decline 
a third term. It was an affront to assume that 
such an admonition was necessary, and even if it 
were necessary the Mayor of Chicago had no call 
to deliver it. He was a mere channel for protfer- 
ing the hospitality of the city, and it is one of the 
first and clearest duties of hospitality not to 
obtrude topics which may prove distasteful 
or embarrassing to a guest. It is a breach 
of propriety to introduce any subject which it 
would be awkward for the guest to allude to in 
making his acknowledgments. Gen. Grant deems 
it unbefitting his position to make at present any 
addition to his previous declaration relative to his 
being again a candidate for the Presidency. If 
Mayor Harrison, by thrusting this subject in his 
face in the presence of a large andience, expected 
to draw Gen. Grant out on so unsuitable an occa- 
sion, he found that be was mistaken. Gen. GRANT 
is entitled to take his own time and select his own 
method for discharging whatever duty to the Amer- 
ican people he may think incumbent on him in 
connection with the widely-ciffused talk about 
conscripting him as the Republican candidate. The 
reply to an address of welcome would not have 
been a suitable occasion for defining his position 
on 80 grave and delicate a question. 

That portion of the Mayor's address thus 
criticised was as follows: 

Sir, you have served your country nobly. 
Your country has rewarded you grandly. Like the 
immortal WasHINeToN, you rose from the lowly 
ranks of life, passed through all military grades, 
until you commanded the victorious armies of 
your country. Like him you filled the office of 
President two terms. He, when his two terms 
were over, was offered a crown; but, preferring 
an immortality of fame to temporary power, he re- 
tired to private life, and lives in the hearts of his 
people, and all time will call him his country’s 
father. [Cheers.] You, sir, when your two terms 
were over, obeying that part of your country’s 
Constitution in its unwritten traditions, hallowed 
by the example of the immortal Wasuineron, — 
you, sir, retired, and you, too, hve and will live 
forever in the hearts of your countrymen.”

The Herald furnishes the best answer to 
its on eriticism when it says: Mayor Har- 
RIsON’s trespass against decorum does not 
seem to have been perceived by the andi- 
ence.” That was no ordinary audience. It 
was a large and an intelligent one. It was one 
which was fully familiar with Gen. Grawnr’s 
past history, and thoroughly informed as to 
the present condition of party politics, and 
with Gen. Grant's relations thereto. It was 
an audience that knew, also, Mayor HARRTL- 
son's politics and his political antagonism to 
Grant and to the Republican party, and 
would, therefore, have promptly detected any 
indecorum, direct or inferential, in the ad- 
dress, Here, where the Mayor is so well 
known and so thoreughly understood, no one 
has discovered any real or attempted breach 
of good taste; on the contrary, there is a 
pretty general congratulation that nothing 
of the kind took place. Mayor Hanns 
does not reduce his speeches to writing be- 
fore delivery, and, as he is apt to gush and 
sometimes flop over in his speeches, the ab- 
sence of anything of that kind on this occa- 
sion has won for him considerable general 
applause, and given great satisfaction. 

Mayor Hazzison’s history, however, was 
more at fault than his taste. He undertook 
to ran a parallel between Wasmineron and 
Grant, and the failure, if any, was due to 
the facts in the case, and not to the aal or 
intention of the orator. His statement that 
Wasuineton declined a crown is not war- 
ranted by truth. There was no crown ever 
offered Wasnineton, who, therefore, could 
not have declined it, though he probably 
would have done so if it had been Offered. 
There may have been some individuals at 
the close of the Revolution, and long before 
the Constitution had been adopted and be- 
fore Wasninaton had been President, whose 
inclinations were in favor of a monarchy, 
and who would have been glad to have 
Wasmineton made King. But at no time 
was there any party, or any respectable 
number of the American people, in favor of 
Wasurneton for King, or in favor of 
A monarchy under any circumstances. 
Certainly there may have deen some 
persons in favor of Gen, Gesanr be- 
ing made King at the close of his second 
Presidential term, but the number was about 
as many as of those who desired WasuixeTon 
to take a crown, and no more. Gen. Wien-

from the Presidency, he did not hesitate to 
accept command of the army during the 
threatened war with France ; nor can there 
be any doubt that had he lived he would 
have accepted the Pregidency at the next 
election, had the country asked for his serv- 
ices. 

We do not understand that Mr. Hannrson 
said, or intended to say, anything intimating 
that Gen. Grant was precluded by Wasd- 
ron's example from aceepting an election to 
the Presidency. Such an intimation would 
have been grossly indecorous, and the Mayor 
did not seek notoriety of that character. 
He intended to compliment Gagyr by com- 
paring him with Wasmrneton, and, in order 
to do this, he sometimes deviated from 
and sometimes invented history tostrengthen 
the situation he sought to establish. No one 
who heard him discovered any indecorum, 
nor imagined that any was intended. The 
Mayor was simply loose in his history, but 
otherwise gave general satisfaction. 


GRANT'S GENERALSHIP, 

Mayor HARnRTsOx's speeches at the various 
Grant receptions have been deservedly ap- 
plauded, but he erred in taste in one or two 
matters. Ooncerning his reference to a 
third term we have commented else- 
where and defended the Mayor from the 
broad interpretation put upon it by the New 
York Herald and other jotrnals. But that 
portion of the welcoming address might 
better have been omitted, and so might the 
intimation in his Haverly-Theatre speech 
that Grant would not have been the su- 
cessful General he proved to be had he 
„been hounded on to Richmond by poli- 
ticians.” This sort of talk has always been 
a favorit method among the Democrats for 
defending their pet General, MoCrxLLAx, 
and those who have employed it have always 
been indifferent to the fact that it included 
a reflection upon Grgyt’s geveralship. It 
amounts, in effect, to saying that Mor- 
Lax would have been a bigger man than 
Grawt” if he had been given the same op- 
portunities, and there is no comparison 
which the latter’s friends resent so quickly. 

Grant, as a General, never waited to be 
hounded on to any point. He gave the poli- 
ticians no time for impatience and no oppor- 
tunity for interference. From the battle of 
Belmont to the surrender at Appomattox he 
was always advancing upon the Rebels. He 
started in the West with as raw a body of 
‘men as other Generals commanded in the 
East. His troops were armed with guns 
likely to do as much damage at the butt as at 
the muszlo. He sent word to Bucknzr at 
Donelson, I propose to move immediately 
upon your works,” and this was a motto that 
characterized all his subsequent campaign- 
ing. After sending his prisoners to the rear, 
he resumed his advance. He was quick to 
retrieve the temporary disaster at Pittsburg 
Landing ; then went south, besieged Corinth, 
captured it, went on, whipped Price at Iuka, 
and did not stop until he had taken Vicks- 
burg, the Gibraltar of the Mississippi.” 
When he was called to Washington he 
took command of the armies of the 
United States by announcing that 
his headquarters would be in the 
field. He waited only long enough to make 
such changes in command as seemed to him 
to be necessary, to organize his own staff, 
and to map out the two final campaigns of 
the War.. Then he started upon his march 
through the Wilderness, while Suzrmay, af- 
ter finishing the work at the West, began his 
march to ‘the sea, and neither of them 
waited long enough for the politicians to 
harass them; they were both too busy ha- 
rassing the enemy for that. . 

This remark of Mayor Hanntsox's was cer- 
tainly very unhappy, though the cordial tone 
of his speeches as a whole indicate that he 
had no intention to depreciate Grant's 
merits as a commander. It was probaby in 
Harrison's mind to apologize in this indirect 
way for the poor success that attended Mo- 
CLELLAN’s career on the Potomac; but this 
will never be done at the expense of Grant, 
for, whatever Grant's political future may be, 
his Generalship will be always renowned in 
history for its alertness, force, sagacity, and 
determination. Grant was never whipped 
on the field of battle, or, if he was, he never 
knew it; and he never waited for anybody 
else to prod him forward. 


CRIME IW CHICAGO. 
There has been no ane in Chicago during 


the past several years when the criminal 
classes were so aggressive as they are now. 
It was to be expected, of course, that the 
large gathering of strangers and the diversion 
of processions and public receptions would 
attract the thieves and provide them with 
good opportunities for plying their trade; 
but the heinous character of the crimes re- 
ported during the last fow days is a more 
serious menace to society than ordinary 
pocket-picking or sneak-thieving. The mur- 
ders and attempts at murders incident to 
several burglaries indicate the organization 
of a desperate gang of outlaws with whom 


the police seem utterly unable to contend. 


The West Division appears to have been se- 
lected as their favorit field of operations, 
bat they have not neglected the South Divis- 
ion, and events have proved that they are ready 
to use the knife and the pistol as well as the 
„jimmy.“ The result is that families every- 
where are seriously alarmed, and dread not 
merely robbery but mnrder, in the insecurity 
which late events denote. Several burglaries 
were committed in the same neighborhood 
between 2 and 4 o’clock on the night when 
Mr. Hensizy was murdered for seeking to 
defend his property, and yet no policemen 
were anywhere near, nor could they furnish 
the slightest clew when finally aroused at th

there were not an impression that the police 


whenever they took a fancy, unless they were 
persuaded that they had really little to fear 
from police interference. They would not so

nation. It is just possible that the existing 
inefficiency is caused in part by the interfer- 
ence of the Mayor for partisan purposes ; 
if so, Superintendent O’Dorneta, might bet- 
ter resign his place than tolerate interference 
which will sooner or later lead to his retire- 
ment in disgrace. a 

There is one matter, at least, in which the 
Mayor is certainly blameworthy. Chicago 
is the more attractive sbiding place for 
thieves by reason of the tolerance shown for 
their accustomed resorts. The beer-gar- 
dens, gambling-dens, and low dives on State 
and Clark streets furnish the same attrac- 
tions to thieves that reputable amusement- 
places provide for respectable strangers. 
Thieves will only consent to live where they 
can resort to their besetting vices,—gambling, 
drinking, and lewdness. There is probably 
no city in the country where they enjoy so 
much license in their low pleasures as Chi- 
cago. Some months ago the Mayor, after a 
personal inspection of some of the more no. 
torious of the State street and Olark street 
dives, announced that he intended to break 
them up, and thereupon revoked certain 
licenses. But this reform mood did not last 
long, and all the resorts for thieves and pros- 
titutes are now, and have been for some 
time, as defiant of public decency as ever. 
Some sort of pressure ought to be brought 
to bear upon Mayor HAAS to close up 
these infamous resorts; he has the summary 
power of revoking their licenses, and offense 
to public morals is sufficient reason for exer- 
cising it. But there would result from a 
general crusade upon these disreputable 
places not merely an improvement of public 
morals in general, but an exodus of thieves 
and vicious men, who would seek their 
favorit amusements in other cities. 

The extent and heinousness of prevailing 
cmime in this city at the present time war- 
rants the Citizens’ Association in giving the 
matter its attention. Its first step should be 
a general remonstrance to the Mayor, and 
this should be followed by practical sugges- 
tions as to the improvement of the police 
force and an effectual crusade against the 
public resorts for thieves and prostitutes, 
If all this fail to produce any effect upon the 
City Administration, then it will be necessary 
to organize local Vigilance Committees; for 
the burglars, and highwaymen, and murder- 
ers will grow bolder still under continued 
immunity from apprehension and punish- 
ment. In the meantime, it is the duty of 
every householder to exercise special caution 
in regard to his residence, and prepare him- 
self for defending his life and the lives of 
the other members of his family, as well as 
his property. The fate of poor Hensixy in 
making a heroic defense of his own, and the 
failure of the police to render him any as- 
sistance, are certainly, discouraging; but the 
righteous killing of afew burglars would go 
far towards driving their comrades out of town. 


THE PLEASANT SIDES OF IRRESOLUTION, 

The always pleasant and chatty Sajurday 
Reviewer, in the current number of his 
paper, devotes himself to irresolute men. 
The city has been so full of resolute men 
during the past week, with the most resolute 
of all men at the head of them, that a run- 
ning glance at the /teviewer’s definition and 
characterization of the other sort will be 
pleasant by way of change and relief. One 
may tire even of resolation; and, when one 
does tire of a thing, he usually goes to the 
other extreme for rest, 

The Reviewer devotes considerable space to 
the causes of irresolution ; but this we may 
omit. It is enough to know that it exists, 
and that those who are afflicted with it are 
usually born with it, so that it is tantamount 
to a natural infirmity, displaying itself at a 
tender age, and increasing in force as time 
goes on, until it becomes questionable 
whether a man would even die, if Nature 
did not decide it for him. Its phases and 
its operation are much more interesting than 
its causes, 

One of the most curious of these phases is 
the effect of irresolution in making promises 
a matter of habit. The Reviewer says on this 
point: 

** Tn smaller matters promises become a habit to 
the irresolute, as being dissociated from perform- 
ance. A man gives or accepts an invitation in one 
mood, and backs out of it when he thinks ever 
the inconvenience he mayiscar. He promises a 
gift, ana, when the moment of parting with what 
be values arrives, he finds himself a different man 
from tne rash donor, his former self. The argu- 
ments which should be silenced by astrong will 
press with gathering force and grow in weight as 
themotion of the imminence of acrisis possesses 
the mind: with him the fulfillment of a promue is 
the crisis, not the maxing it. Whether justly or 
not, Garrick’s friends considered him as a framer 
of good intentions which he had not resolution to 
keep. Foot said af him that he often set oat with 
the design of performing a generous act; but the 
ghost of a halfoenny meeting bim at the corner of 
a street sent him home again. The pain of fulfill- 
ment is the only cure for this vacillating temper, 
the only lesson of any avail. Mere regrets, mere 
penitence for past improdence, will do nothing. 
Promises become a habit unless they are sternly 
held to performance. 

It is questionable, however, whether the 
chronic promiser has any of the regrets or 
penitence suggested by the Reviewer. Un- 
doubtedly he has an enjoyment almost as 
keen as that of the man who al- 
ways fulfills his promises. There are 
numerou people in Chicago, and every 
where else, who are profuse in prom- 
ises, with no prospect or possibility of 
performance. They promise to settle bills, 
to pay notes, to meet invitations, to give to 
public charity, or do the fair thing by the 
individual, mone of which they ever do, 
or ever calculate to do, and yet they are 
among the most cheerful of men. They make 
the thousandth promise as affably and 
with as bland a smile as they do the first, 
and experience as much delight in doing it. 
Undoubtedly much of this curious mental 
and moral phenomenon is due to the fact 
that irresolute men are not troubled with 
conscience, consequently are never cowardly, 
and, having no “native hue of resolution,” 
they are not “‘sicklied oer with the pale cast 
of thought.” The pleasures of benevolence 
and generosity fill their minds just as thor- 
oughly as if they intended to carry out their 
promises; and probably if their thoughts 
could be read we should see them wondering 
at the strange inappreciation of their airy 
intentions by their feilow-mea. 

Again, says our Reviewer: 

There are persons who have indulged them- 
seives in this posture of mind, ana even prided 
themselves on it, till they are incapable of putting 
their intellect to any use. The necessity of doing 
something now is abhorrent to them; they recoil 
from it. The future is for them the only scene for 
action. Some time—to-morrow. next year—but 
now to have to pin themselves to a resolution is 
odious. Not that the future nas hitherto proved 
itself their friend. The things they have not dove 
when the occasion demanded them have not been 
better done by waiting, probably have not deen 
done by them at ail. They have stood by 
others act. The work bas been sccomplished 
commonplace” way by less fastidious 
bands, A man placed in critical 
waich his ability bot not his will is eq ual 


in laniness. Any secessity requires effort; 
and to many people effort is painfal. To 
drift is a very progess. There is 
more enjoyment in it than in ation. To 
defer a necessity fora year gives one a year 
of comfort, and after that time the Deluge 
may come. The Turk isa very irresolute 
creature; bat no one will deny that he has a 
very enjoyable time of it, and is one of the 
most sumptuous creatures in the world. 
Then, again, the lazy man has possibilities to 
fall back upon. Who knows what chance 
may do for him, especially if he is a lucky 
man? If he be a believer in the cheerful 
old Calvinistio doctrines, predestination may 
help him out. If he be a fatalist, it would 
be rash for him to fly in the face of fate, 
Besides, accidents are always happening, and 
accidents are as likely to be in his favor as to 
be against him. It is morally certain that 
some kind of accident will settle the matier 
for him. Cowen says that he stole through 
life without undertaking anything, yet al- 
ways wishing to ‘distinguish himself. No 
one will question that Cowrzr has distin- 
guished himself; and his illustrious example 
furnishes a strong argument for the irreso- 
lute. Izax Wa.ron says that Bishop Sanpze- 
son did usually overconsider of conse- 
quences, and would so delay and reconsider 
what to determine, that when the bell tolled 
for him to appear and read his Divinity 
lectures, and all the scholars attended to 
hear him, he had not then, or not till then, 
resolved to write what he meant to determine. 
Still considering and reconsidering (as his 
dear old friend Dr. Sueipon would often say 
of him), till his time was so wasted that he 
was forced te write not (probably) what was 
best, but what he thought last.” And yet the 
Bishop wasa very good and heppy man, 
passed a very useful life, and probably now 
has as high s seat in Heaven as Izax himself, 
who was never very resolate except in his 
endeavors to catch chub and bream ; and this 
required more decision on the part of the 
fish than on his own part. There is, how- 
ever, one situation where irresolution is a 
nuisance, and we are glad to note that the 


Reviewer has rot omitted it, because it is 4, 


subject Taz Tarsunz has before this treated. 
He says; The man who proposes to him- 
self to leave the room, and yet hangs about 
minute after minate, as it seems hour after 
hour, undecided whether to take that impor- 
tant step or not, shows an irresolution more 
worrying to some impatient natures, that 
cannot pursue their vocations till he is gone, 
than much graver forms of the malady.” He 
might have added that the remedy for this is 
always at hand, as there are numerous devices 
known to every host for politely getting the 
irresolute man out of a house before he 
knows it. 
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JUGGLERY. 
Everybody has seen or heard of HergmMann 


—Hzrmann, the world’s greatest prestidig- 
itateur,” who promises that there shall be 
no pistol firing at the matinee.” But we 
question if HN bimself knows how very 
ancient his art is. We cannot enlighten him 
much on this point; but it is certain that 
jugglery emanated from the East, the fount- 
ain of all arts, and that it was not so inno- 
cent in its infancy as in its old age. Huna 
MANN does not, we presume, indulge in the 
vulgar trick of breathing out flames.” The 
ancient Syrian flame-breather, Eunus, 
made nothing of breathing ‘‘flames and 
sparks as an aid to his oratory when iuciting 
his fellow-slaves of Sicily to revolt. He pre- 
tended to have immediate communion with 
the gods, and confirmed his divine mission by 
miracies.” The miracle of flame-breathing 
was performed by placing in his mouth a 
nutshell pierced at both ends and filled with 
a burning substance. Jugglers perform this 
trick much better now; but it frightens no- 
body. However, in the reign of Ha- 
Dax, a rabbi, by this art, made the 
credulous Jews believe that he was the hoped- 
for Messias and “‘ ConsTantivs was thrown 
into great terror when VALENTINIAN informed 
him that he had seen one of the body-guards 
breathing out fire and flames in the evening.” 
Other tricks with fire far less innocent were 
practiced by the ancients through the aid of 
vaphtha. According to Puurarca, Pury, 
and Gatzex, Mon made use of this mineral 
oil for the destruction of CASA, the daugh- 
ter of CMO. She sent to the unfortunate 
Princess a dress besmeared with it, which 
burst into flames as soon as she approached 
the fire of the altar.” The same theory robs 
the blood of Nessus of its miraculous quality, 
dispels the illusions of the poet Ovm, 
and attributes the death of Hercuuzs by fire 
to the fact that his dress was saturated with 
naphtha. Skeptics explain the destruction 
of offerings by fire communicated in an im- 
perceptible manner in the same way; and 
BreckMANN concludes that in all periods of 
the world pmiests have acted as jugglers to 
simple and ignorant people.” 

The trick of walking over burning coals 
and red-hot iron was known to the ancients, 
Pury and others refer to a festival held 
annually on Mount Soracte, in Ltruria, at 
which the Hirpi, who lived not far from 
Rome, jumped through burning coals.” But 
Szzvivs quotes V agro to the effect that the 
Hirpi trusted not so much to their own 
sanctity as to the care which they had taken 
to prepare their feet for the operation.” It 
is now well known that the celebrated 
trial by ordeal by which persons accused 
were forced to prove, their innocence must 
have been a juggling trick of the priests. 
The trial always took place in the church, 
entirely under the inspection of the clergy. 
The culprits were kept three days in seciu- 
sion before the trial, and as many days after. 
It was easy to prepare the hands and 
feet of those whom the priests designed 
to declare innocent, and to neglect 
those whom they designed to convict, 
When the full time—six days—had 
elapsed the fesult of the trial was exhibited 
to unbelievers, This trick descended to the 
Christians from Pagan times, From these 
the modern juggler derived the secret, and 
reaped a rich harvest. Near the close of the 
Seventeenth Century “an Eaglishman named 
Ricmaspson, who, as we are assured, could 
chew burning coals, pour melted lead upon 
his tongue, and swallow melted glass, ren- 
dered himself famous by these extraordinary 
feats. Sir Davip Baxrwerer explained these 
tricks long ago, by showing that a fusible 
metal, consisting of meroury, tin, and bis- 


muth, which melts at a low temperature, . 


might easily have been substituted for lead. 
Thus the trick is seen to be composed of

who, resting his feet aud shoulders against 
some support, forming an arch of his body, 


exhibited all over Europe as an athlete, and 
itis related of him that, when he fixed 
bimself between a couple of posts, on any 
level place, two or more horses. were not 
able to draw bim from his position.” 
Trick-performing animals have constituted a 
favorit amusement. It is not generally 
known, but it is nevertheless well attested, 
that rope-walking was taught the elephant 
in ancient times, Beckmann says: ‘‘ With- 
out repeating what has been so often related, 
I shall only mention the elephant, which 
walked upon a rope back wards and forwards, 
as well as up anddown, end which Gaps 
first caused to be shown to the Roman peo- 
ple, After this, so much confidence was 


placed in the dexterity of the animal that a ‘ 
person sat on an elephant’s back while he 


walked across the theatre upon a rope extended 
from the one side to the other.” It is not re- 
corded that the Romans suspected the dexter- 
ous elephant of being actuated by an evil spirit. 
But it is a fact that in civilized Europe, more 
than a dozen centuries later, horse which 
had been taught to perform a number of 
tricks was tried as possessed by the devil, 
and condemned to be burnt.” 

The art of constructing aulomata is very 
ancient. Puato, AxgimroTiz, and others 
state that Dales made statues which 
could not only walk, but which it was neces- 
sary to tie in order that they might not 
move.” This is a tough story; but A it is 
true it quite puts to the blush the steam- 
man” lately on exhibition in this city, He 
could walk, to be sure; but it was not neces- 
sary to tie him to keep him from running 
away. 3 

An incredulous writer of the last cen- 
tury, referring to the walking statues of 
DapiAuos, accounts for the story in this 
way. He says: “ The astonished Greeks, 
when they bebeld the statues, cried out, 
‘They will soon walk.’ The next generation 
affirmed that they really walked; and their 
posterity, adding still to what was told 
them, asserted that they would have 
run had they not been bound.” Long 
before the time of Dapatus, however, the 
Chinese had invented a method of giving 
motion to puppets by means of quicksilver. 
Of all the automata tribe, if the expression 
may be allowed, the marionettes are the most 
pleasing. The staid Greek philosopher 
ARISTOTLE was not proof against their fascina- 
tion. He speaks of some which moved 
their head, eyes, hands, and limbs in a very 
natural manner. 

The legend of the head of Atnraros 
Monts, which is said not only to have 
moved but to have spoken, upon which the 
artist was engaged thirty years, and at which 
Tuomas Aquinas was so frightened that he 
broke it in pieces, is not well enough authen- 
ticated to receive a place in this chronicle as 
a verity, Of the same character is the story 
of Joun Moxrror’s artificial eagle, which 
flew to meet the Emperor Maxrriian on his 
arrival at Nuremburg, June the 7th, 1470,” 
notwithstanding the effort of a learned man 
to prove that the aforesaid eagle perched 
upon the town-gate, stretched out its wings 
on the Em peror’s approach, and saluted h.m 
by an inclination of its body.” It is known, 


however, that Cnantzs V., after hid abdica-’ 


tion, amused himself with automata of va- 
rious kinds, from which it may be assumed 
that the subject is very interesting, or that 
the ex-King was in his dotage. 

As late as the year 1820 an antomatic 
chess-playing machine was exhibited in Lon- 
The exhibitor offered the figure and 
machinery to she inspection of the audience, 
and then called for the best chess-player in 
the room, who was invariably beaten. The 
secret of the automaton’s skill was subse- 
quently discovered te be the concealment of 
a boy inside the figure. But this was merely 
the revival of an old trick of the Egyptian 
priests, For, in the Fourth Century, ‘‘ when 
Bishop Tazoruiivs broke to pieces the stat- 
ues at Alexandria, he found some which were 
hollow and placed m such a manner against 
a wall that a priest could slip unperceived 
behind them and speak to the ignorant popu- 
lace through their mouths.”

Wasninctor, D. C., Nov. 15.—The report of 


the Hon. H. C. Burchard, of [linois, Director 
of the Mivt, will show that there bas been cvined 
during the vear $40,986,912 of gold, $27,227,500 
of standerd silver dollars, and $382.50 of sub- 
sidiary silver coin. The value of gold and silver 
parted and refined at the mints and New York 
Assay Office was $20.759,550 in gold, and 810, 
687.527 in silver. There has been a larger pro- 
portion of gold of small denominations struck 
than at any time previously for twenty years. 
The value of silver bullion 
the coinace of standard silver dollars since 
the passage of the act was $38,594,435, 
an average monthly purchase of $2,031,286 
The average value of bullion for coinage up to

How the Nome Flourishes.

RAILROADS. 


HAPPY Sr. LOU'S. 


Sr. Lou. Nov. 15.—St. Louis was all agog 
to-day owing to a rumor that Commodore Gar- 
rison, President and chief owner of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, bad deposted in a New York 
yank Jay Gould's check for $3,800,000. There 
was only one inference from this fact, and that 
was that the great Gould had bougbt another 
of the greatest roads which centre here. In- 
quiry among officials at this end of the line 
went to show that this inference was a correct 
one, for Oliver Garrison, Vice-President 
of the road, acknowledged that he had 
received a telegram calling him to New York 
at once, and that Jay Gould was a purcbaecer. 
Just what this new investment of Gould’s 
meaus is a most interesting conuadrum here 
which none are able to solve. His purchase of 
the Wabash & St. Louis and Kansas City & 
Northeru gave him a through route from sea- 
board to seaboard, and it can only be judged 
that this new purchase simply means that he 
considers the road a good investment, inde- 
pendent of the connections it affords. The road 
was projected in 1848, was begun iu 1850, was 
completed to Jefferson City in 1556, and was 


completed to Kansas City in 1865. The great 
Gasconade disaster made its ovening mem- 
orable, It was originally a broad e, 
but in 1869 was changed to the standard gauge. 
With ite two branches it is 350 miles iong, and 
it has 127 miles of leased lines. Commodore 
Garrison bought bis controlling interest at a sale 
in 1877, securing $2,000,000 of second mortgage 
bonds for $1,000,000, and it is now stated on very 
good authority that by his sale to Gould he has 
netted the fabulous sum of 62.000.000 clear 
money. There is no doubt that the road is pay- 
ing splendidly, and the crippling of Gould’s

er line to Kansas City by the fall of the St. 
@ probably bad the effect of pro- 
cipitating a close of the negotiations. ihe 
value of the road is somewhat bigutened at 
present. too, by the fact that the Macoupin 
bridge on the Chicago & Alton Road 
went down with a freight train this 
evening, thus leaving only one road 
open to Kansas City. No transaction has 
created such a sensation here as that to-day, 
since the panic of 1873, but the general feeling 
is one of rejoicing, rather than regret, as the 
purchase will anchor Gould all the more 
securely in St. Louis. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENSS 

The east-bound freight business during the 
week was not as heavy as in the week previous. 
The total amount of flour, grain, and provis- 
ious shipped was 33,831 tons, against 36,3738 tous 
for the week before.—a falling off of 2,542 tons. 
Very little of this business was shipped at the 
new rates, which went into effect Monday. The 
roads have deen so sbort of cars during the last 
four weeks that they were unable to handle all 
the property offered for shipment, and it may 
require another week beforeall the accumulated 
freight has been gotten rid of. During the lat- 
ter part of the week cars commenced to come 
in more freely, and it is stated that the freight 
blockade in the Kast has been raised, and that 
there will be no (further trouble on 
account of not getting sufficient cars 
returned. Besides, it is not likely that 
the rush of business will continue when the 
pew rates are being charged. A further falling- 
off in the east-bound business may, therefore, 
be anticipated. The railroad managers say they 
exnect this, and are not sorry for it, because 
their local business is 80 heavy that it is a relief 
2 to have less through tiaffic for the time 
being.

Hrpz Park, Nov. 15.—It is time that a bro- 
test should be made against the manner with 
which the lllimois Central Railroad Company 
treat the patrons of their suburban trains.

Ladies and gentlemen taking the train 
at Randolph street are compelled to go through 
a dark and muddy alley and are forced to stand 
out in the rain or snow, or under an open sbed, 
until the train is made up.“ or else walk to 
the waiting-roome and back, a distance of nearly 
four blocks. Last evening, coming from Hoo- 
ley’s Theatre with my eo, we arrived at the 
foot of Randoloh street at ten minutes to 11, 
and naturally expected to find the train made 
Ap. so that we could have a respectable and 
comfortable place to sit down, but the train had 
not been backed in. It would have emploved 
nearly the whole time between that and start- 
ing-time to walk te the waiting-rooms and back, 
and we expected the cars would be backed in 
soon. We, with the other patrons of the train, 
were obliged to stand there in the 
damp nieht air for nearly twenty minutes, 
as the train dia rot back in until within two 
minutes of the starting time, and dy that time 
we, and doubtless the other passengers, were 
thoroughly cnllled throueh. Men can stand 
this kind of treatment if it is necessary, but to 
compel a delicate lady to stand out in the cold, 
damo nicht air is a bbame, and is entirely un- 
necessary. These trains are a source of great 
profit to the Company, and they migbt have the 

common decency to either erect an incl 

waiting-room at the point from whieh the train 
starts, or else have their cars there at least 
twenty minutes before the starting time. This 
train is for the accommodation of the amuse- 
ment-guing patrons, and after they have spent 
from $2 to $6 for an evening’s entertsinment, 
it is an outrage to have their pleasure all spoiled

DISARMAMENT CONGRESS. 


Utter Failure of the Congress to Promote 
the Scheme. 
Landon Times, Nee. 1. 

The promoters of the Disarmament Congress, 
which so prematurely perishea last Sunday ou 
the afternoon of its birth, may bave learned one 
instructive lesson from their short-lived meet- 
ing. Their first and last resolution bad, as is 
clear from internal evidence, been concerted 
beforehand. It expresses a hope that the 


Governments of Europe, following the impulse 


of civilization, which pledges right as the ruler 
of buman affairs instead of micht, will agree 
upon a simultaneous and proportionate dis- 
armament.“ The experience of Sunday ought 
to make the professed votaries of peace under- 
stand that their representations must be urged, 
not upon European Governments, but upon 
European peoples. Sovereigns and Ministers 
bave ceased to stake at their personal pleasure 
the lives and prosperity of nations in a war game 
at which they are the sole or principal players. 
Emperors, and Kings, and statesmen 
may love the orofession of arms, a8 
did tbeir ancestors. They may unt 
it their special ousiness in life to 
be able to handle a regiment or fifty regiments. 
But it is the popular will which assigus the in- 
strument its object, and obliges Princes to bur- 
nish it that it may serve well the ambition of 
their subjects. The Emperors Alexander and 
William and Francis Joseph, President Grevy, 
and King Humbert do vot forbid their millions 
of warriors to go back to their plows and 
their shops. When they have their soldier 
they drill and maneuvre it. There their part 
in it as principals ends. It bas not been gath- 
ered toge her to gratify their private as pira- 
tions. It could not be fed, and accoutred, and 
paid, and disciplined, and led, out of the na- 
tional earnings, unless the nations themselves 
so decreed. No longer rulers, though they be 
Napoleons, but peoples make wars. Fhflau- 
thropists are old-fashioned in their reading of 
They imagine they are contemporaries 
Frederick the Great, instead

That makes the 
task of such Congresses as this of Naples not 
easier, but infinitly barder. They argue, and 
their congregation responds by maitresting their 
ha s and umbreilas. hat their remonstrances 
mit impress a Monarch ur a Minister is con- 
ceivable: reasonings addressed to impulses such 
as stirred the Neapolitan multitude on Sunday 
are as powerless as erpostulations with the 
foremost line ina jostling mob of 10,000. The 
temberateness of their proposal does not rec- 
ommend it to those whom they have really to 
persuade. In vain bad many of the patrons of 
this Congress disguised their borror of war and 
dislixe of armies, great or small. The attempt 
is as hopeless as it is for a teetotaler to tell 2 
drunkard that be does not wish him to take the 
pledge, but simply to diminish his cups. The 
enormous hosts marshaled under the Danners 
of the —— States of Europe represen: 
only too faithtully the bobular Eurooean tem- 
per. A European army is the pation in arms 


decause the spirit of the gation is in arms. A 


machinery which stein applied to the rescue of 
his country from an intolerable yoke bas been 
borrowed and adapted elsewhere for les ex- 
alted aims. But it still retains its as- 
sential property that it reflects the na- 
tional will. Without that it could not 
stand for a year. That very machinery, 
however, interposes of itself an additional ma- 
terial obstacle to the end for which Disarma- 
ment Congresses strive. On the principle which 
military Europe bas chosen to adoot the entire 
manbood of a State has to feed the State army. 
The purpose is not dissembled. The whole 
able-bodied popalation is meant to be penner 
ed with a military instinct. For that object to 
be effected the whole able-bodied population 
must in due course have been suomitted to 
military discipline. A standing army in the old 
and English sense of the term can be d 

at discretion by the disbandment of so many 
regiments. A military plan like that which has 
spread th the European Continent must 
be remodeled and transiormed if it is to be cur- 
tailed. . 

How the Disarmament Congress pro to 
beguile governments and nations into pt- 
ing its program the world has been de 
from accepting by the excessive vivacity of s 
Southern crowd. This Naples Congress, it is 
true, in its ephemeral life of three au- 
tumn hours, prescribed a remedy in the 
shape of a simultaneous disarmament. 
Had it sat for three years, it would 
scarcely have arrived at the stage of explaining 
how the patieots are ail at the same moment to 
be induced to take their portion. Were the 
prescription accepted, disputes hardly distin- 
guisbable from the disease would speedily arise 


on the want of equality in the relation of the 


drug to the several constitutions subjected to 
its operation. A disarmament which would 
signify one thing in one country might signify 
something totally different ic anower. As in 
most maladies of the vody, there is, in fact, no 
specific for this terrible political disease, which 
is ravaging Europe as much in peace as in war. 
In its inevitable and continued aggravauon con- 
sists the only hope of a cure. Gradually the 
joad will grow too much even for vational 
aspirations to make endurable.

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ORIENTAL RELIGIONS, 7 
SACRED BOOKS OF THE BasT,’’* 

Pall Mali Garetie; 

The science of religion, though in a certain 

sense coeval with the first attempts to solve the 

problem of existence, is essentially a product of 

modern times. The theories, e. g., of Demo- 

kritus and Parmenides as to the ultimate cause 


are so many endeavors to graple with questions 
that belong in a specid! sense to religion. These 
and similar speculations, however, if not carried 
on in a spirit of hostility towards the popular 
faith, as when Epikouros attributed the belief in 
the gods to the prom vt inas of fear, bore, as a rule, 
mo reference whatever to the religion of the 
country. With the advent of Christianity the 
metapbysical and historical elements, the com- 
bination of which is necessary to truly consti- 
tute a science of religion, entered into a tem- 
porary alliance. But philusophy, looked 


. gskance at in the beginning by some of the fore- 


most members of the bew community, is in 
course of time deprived of even the sembiance 
of independence—in the Middle Ages it is simply 
the application of dialectics to the doctrines of 
the Chure — till at last it breaks into open re- 


i 
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books of the East, as Prof. Max Muller reminds | 
us, bave been set before the world in great 
abundance. Scholars, either from an embarras 
de richesse or because anxious to set off some 
theory of their own, bave detached certain por- 
tions which they deemed especially interesting 
or suitable, and put hem before the public, un- 
mindful tat they were frequently conveying an 
altogether errovedus idea of the spirit of the 
whole. Several illustrations of the mischief 
therebr wrougbt— he . of hasty gener- 
alizations—are furnished by the editor. “It 1 
stated, for instance, that the religious notion of 
sin is wanting altogetheria the bemus of the 
Rig-Veda, and some important conclusions have 
been based on this supposed fact.“ This is uu- 
doubtedly & mistaken impression. Pravers ad- 
dressed to Varuna—euch as, 1 have traus- 
gressed through want of power. Be gracious, 
O mighty God, be gracious. Whatever offense 
this be, O Varuna, that we mortals commit 
against the peopie of the sky, in whatever way 
we have broken Thy laws by thoughtlesness, 
be gracious ’’—aff striking evidence to the 
contrary. Yet the contention of those who 
maintain the non-existence of the conscious- 
ness of guilt among the Hindus appears 
to us to be justifiable. In a sys- 
tem which looks upon evil as a necessity 
caused by non-human agency there is obviously 
littie room for any personal feeling of remorse. 
However this may be, ex-parte statements al- 
ways must needs be more or lees unsatisfactory ; 
and the cordial thanks of scholars and dilettanti 
sre dus to Prof. Max Muller for projecting a 
series of translations which, judging from the 
present installment, will leave little to desire 
either on the score of accuracy or of complete- 
ness. ‘The chief place in the twenty-four vol- 
umes which it is proposed to publish at stated 
intervals Will naturally be taken up by the won- 
derful Aryans, whose pe — 2 re fair 
to eclipse that of all other bations. in the ear- 
lier — of the R- Veda we shall see 
them, though centurſes have passed over them 
in tlie full beyday of youth, in that state of 
divine spontanecousness, so to speak, which pre- 
cedes the period of reflection, creating 
beautiful mvths in which each of the shining 
ones receives in turn. poetic homage. In the 
later hymns we shall trace the beginnings of 
the reign of the Brahma.—in other words, the 
rise of sacredotalism and of mystical specula- 
tion: the ove fully embodied in the Brahamanas, 
the Dharma-sutraa (two of these, those of Apa- 
stamba and of Gautama, afe translated in the 
second yolume of the serics), and the laws of 
Manu; the other in the Upanishads 
and the philosophicai system. in the 
„ Bhagavad-gbita.” in fine, a translation of 
which is promised, we shall find Brahmanism 
reaching its last stage of development. Buddh- 
ism—vulgarly supposed to bea religion based 
on etheism and culminating im as gospel of 
despair, but in truth full of the divine, and 
with a morality second only to that of Chris- 
tianity, with which it bas furthermore in com- 
mon an enthusiastic proselytizing spirit—will be 
interpreted by transiations from the Pali and 
the Sanskrit collections. The phases of relig- 
ious thought among the Iranians, who, on ac- 
count of theological differences, seceded from 
their kinsmen mere than 2,000 years B. C., will 
be illustrated by a version of the Vendidad and 
of treat ises belonging to the second, the Pehlevi 
period, as the Bundehesh dealing with questions 
concerning the creation and eschatology, Bab- 
man Yasht touching upon matters connected 
with the resurrection, etc. Turning to ibe Sem- 
itte peoples, we are promised a rendern of the 
Koran, which, though several times dove into 
English, is still awaiting a thoroughly critica! 
translation. Outside tne Indo-European and 
the Sewitie races, Prof. Maz Mailer has selected 
the Cninese; 80 that the reader, after baving 
watched the religious faculty in its highest forms 
of activity, will bave the opportunity of seeing 
it in almost embryonic condition.

THE SUNDAY QUESTION. 
OPEN LIBRARIES AND MUSEUMS. 

The Sunday Opening Society of Manchester, 
England, recently held a meeting in support of 
the movement for the opening of museums, art 
galleries, libraries, and gardens on Sundays. 
The Chairman said there ought to be ou Sun- 
days some counter attraction to the public 
houses, which now almost entirely absorbea the 
time of the people on that day. The movement 
in Manchester has been a great success. Mr. I. 


W. Freeland, of Chichester, moved the follow- 


ing resolution: 

That tuis Conference rejoices at the success which 
has attended the Sunday opening of the public 
libraries in Manchester, and accepts it as evidence 
that the day is not far distantwhen ail public 
libraries, museums, art galleries. and gardens Will 
be open to the public during a part of their weekly 
day of rest, 

Sir Coutts Lindsay said that as far as be bad 
been able t do so he had opened the Grosvenor 
gallery to the public on certain Sundavs for 
their instruction; and he could not conceive 
such a course to be immoral or injurious to the 
character of the British public. It appeared to 
him that those who oppused the movement bad 
a very great misconception of the intention of 
the Sabbeth. 

The Bishop of Salford, who also supported 
the proposition, said he had taken creat interest 
in the movement, although he had been unable 
to give in his name as a supporter of it, because 
he observed that among its adberents there 
were many who took an extremely different 


view of the matter from that wuich he held, and 


who would probably make the movement of the 
opening vf the parks and museums on Sundays 
a means of driving io the thin edge of the wedge 
for the introduction of a great deal more. He 
should be extremely sorry to see anything 
which would by any means lead tothe introdac- 
tion of any servile work on Sundays, or to the 
carrying on of aoy trade or business. He felt 
that parks, museums, and libraries should be 
open on Sund s, not.because so much of the 
day ought tobe devoted to prayer, and that 
therefore they were to imagine that by 
the contemplation of the works of na- 
ture they would indirectly be ied to pray- 
er, but on the ground that Sunday was not 
only a day of prayer but a day of rest. | Hear, 
hear.| He did not know whether the people 
who took a strictly Sabbatarian view of the sub- 
ject thought that a man was capable of saying 
prayers from morning to night. He could only 
say for himself that be was totally incapabie of 
any such operation. He held also that rest was 
not Ken best by sitting by public-house fires 
or by going to sleep. If the higher classes 
might have their libraries and galleries of pict- 
ures and works of art to look over, and their 
wardens to walk through, he would ask, unless 
we were to have a purely class legislation, why 
men of the middie and peorer classes should not 
enjoy those advantages which io their vorporate 
capacity they possessed! Let them, therefore, 
not have class legislation, but do away with 
these narrow and bigoted, and, as he held, false 
, Views of the observance of the Sabbath which 
prescribed that a man should look wretched und 


» Melancholy the whoie of the day unless he was 


saying bis prayers, that he should not be seen 
in public, should lock himself up in his house, 
should bear no music, read no books, have no 
gardens to walk in, and no works of art to ex- 
amine. 

The Rey. Dr. Marshall, the Very Rev. Canon 
Toole, the Rev. W. A. O'Conor, and the Rev. F. 
Trotman also spoke in support of the resolu- 
tion, which was carried unanimously. 


METHODIST MISSIONS. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND ASSESSMENTS FOR THE 
COMING YEAR. 


The General Missionary Committee com pleted 
its labors and adjourned sine die. The footing 
up of their apportionments of moneys to be 
raised by the Church at large shows $719,100, 
and their appropriations of moneys to be dis- 
bursed by the Board of Managers during the 
year 1880, $679,832, ‘including $64,000 to cover 
their debt. The apportionments are as follows,

In a discussion 
of the ways und means to raise this lerge sum 
of money Mr. J. B. Cornell stated that for the 
seven years preced um 1866 the advance in the 
missionary contributions of the Church Lad been 
$860,000. During the following seven vears the 
advance was $1,780,000, whereas during the 
seven just closed there wasa decline of $240,- 
000, and last vear was the worst of the seven. 
Bishop Merrill, Secretary Dashiell, Oliver Hoyt, 
and others spoke on the subject. They believed 
that the country and the Church are in the be- 
ginning of better times than either has ever 
knowt. l 

A recapitulation of the work of the General 
Committee during its session will show; Ap- 
propriations to foreign missions, $279,516; to 
missions in Territories of the United States, 
$20,000; to Scandinavian missions in the United 
States, $14,450; to German missions here. 6401; 
to Chinese missions in America, $13,516; to 
American [ndian missions, 68 550; to English. 
speaking missious within the bounds of annual 
conferences, $171,200; to miscellaneous objects, 
$78,000; and for the liquidation of the debt, 
$54,000. Grand total, $679,832. Amount to be 
raised by the Church at large, $719,000.

AFRICA’S APOSTLE, 
DR. MOFFAT, SIXTY YEARS A MISSIONARY. 
Correspondence New York Observer. 

Come with me into a quiet street of London, 
on the south side of the Thames. Enter a 
modest dwelling, and sit down for an hour with 
the good Dr. Moflat, who was sixty years a mis- 
sionary in Africa. 

Dr. Moffat is now 85 vears of age, but still as 
bright and active as Many a man twenty years 
his junior; still going and coming, addressing 
the churches Sabbath after Sabbath, and mis- 
sionary meetings week after week. He is ia 
constant demand for such services, and where- 
ever he goes his simple presence is considered 
an appeal and a benediction. He is, perhaps, 
doing as much now for the cause of missions as 
he did while in Africa, bearing blessed fruit in 
his old age. His name and the principal events 
of his life are so well known already to the great 
public that we trust it is not a betraya: of con- 
fidence if we add some particulars received from 


his own lips. 

He was sent out as amissionary to South 
Akriea in 1816, when he was but 21 years of age. 
He went up into the interior to Namaqualand, 
where the great and terrible Afficaner was lord 
of the whole country; aman who was the ter- 
ror of all South Africa, who had been outlawed, 
a price put upon bis head,—a thous ud pounds to 
any one who would deliver him up, dead or alive. 
Mr. Moffat was warned not to go vear him; that he 
would do it at the peril of bis life: that he would 
nut be permitted to live a week within reach of 
the bleodthirsty Chief. But be went,—weut 
directly to Africaner, lived with him two years, 
and was the means of his conversion. 

But the chief marve! is that the good mis- 
sionary survived the privations of that period. 
He did not taste bread in all that time, and for 
food there was almost literally nothing but milk 
and meat. The country was bare and desolate, 
—no fruits, no grain. He would get up ia the 
morning, drink a giass of milk, read and ex- 
plain the Scriptures, have prayers with Afri- 
caner and his family, then take bis gun and go 
out for game; perhaps get some meat in that 
way, perbaps not. If pot, then milk was his 
only diet for the day; and upon that he sub- 
sisted, teaching, preaching as be could to a poor 
heathen people. 

He baa not labored two vears, bowever, be- 
tore be was more than rewarded by ihe conver- 
sion of the terrible Africaner. Then he had oc- 
casion to go to the Cape for supplies. His 
clo hes were giving out, and it seemed best for 
health to get some flourand other necessaries of 
civilized life. He proposed to Africaner that he 
should go with him. The Chief at first thought 
the missionary was jesting, and when he found 
he was really in earnest, he was amazed. 
‘*Why.”’ be said, have you forgotten that I am 
an outlaw; that a price has been put on mr 
bead; that woosoever kills me will be rewarded 
for it? I should not live to get half-way to the 
Cape.” 

„No,“ said the missionary, I will protect 
you. I will take youthroughsafely. You need 
lear nothing. only on one conditiou; you must 
go as my servant. Lou are King here in your 
own country, aud I am your subject; but I 
must be King on this journey, and you my sub- 
jéct. ; 

„Well.“ said the Chief, “I must think about 
it and pray over it.“ But next day he was 
ready, and so, doffing all the rade trappings of 
barbaric royalty, putting on a slouched bat and 
lea her breeches, be started as the missionary’s 
attendant helper, though in the matter of cloth- 
ing there was but little difference between the 
master and the man. They passed safely to the 
coast, no one suspecting that the missionarv’s 
attendant was the renowned and dreaded 
Africaner. 

As they neared Capetown, a little incident 
occurred which tilustrates the apprebegsions of 
the people. The missionary called at the house 
of a pious Dutch family, where be bad rested 
for a short time when on bis way to Namaqua- 
land. He had been treated very kindly by them 
two years before, and, needing food, thought he 
would renew be acquaintance. He found only 
the woman within. He greeted ber almost as 
an old friend; but sbe did not know him. 
“What,” he said, don't you remember the 
young missionary going to Namaqaaland, whom 
you treated so kindly two years ago!” 

But.“ she replied, you are not he. We 
beard he was dead long ago. You must be his 
ghost, if you are not somebody else.“ And she 
ran out to call her husband. and told him she 
verily believed there was a ghost in the house. 
He ¢ame in with evident apprehension,—at first 
did not veuture too near the strapger,—aod when 
at length be became somewhat assured that he 
Was. not a ghost, but real flesh and blood, his 
hand still trembled as it was extended to take 
that of the missionary. When, however, the 
recognition was complete, there was no limit to 
the hospitality proffered or to the interest man- 
ifested in the story which the young missionary 
bad to tell. But when he came to the copver-

be believed. Aod when once this truth also was 
received, the good man of the house lifted bis 
hands and exclaim “Well, well, there is 
nothing too hard for !

went out alone, but with ber promise in his 
heart to come to him as soon as she could. 
What these missionaries endured among those 
savages it would take long to tell. At first they 
excived great curiosity,—perhaps it might be 
said interest,—ind they were treated kindly; 
but whea the novelty was past they were often 


in peril. The natives threatewed to take their 


lives, of to burn down their houses and drive 
them off. ‘They dia not want them there, 

the missionaries bore all with patience and 
fortitude, Mrs. Moffat showing herself not less 
heroic than her husband. She lived to bring up 
her famify and to return with ber husband, a 
few years ago, to spend the evening of their 
days in their native country; but she bas since 
entered into rest, whilst he still lives to do 
such goed missionary work, honored and be- 
lov y all who know him. 


GENERAL NOTES. 


St. John’s Episcopal Church, at Lockport, 
III., will be consecrated Wednesday noon. 


The Old South Church at Newport, N. H., 
celebrated ite centennial recently.

A missionary mak lug a journey through Zulu- 
land was entertained at a vative’s but. An old 
woman from a distant place. where the pevpie 
had never beard of God or the Bible. related 
the following tradition: One of the Zulu an- 
cestors, long ago, stood by the river, lifted bis 
stick, and the water stood up like walls. so that 
the people passed over on dry hund.“ She told 
of another who had slept and dreamed of a 
‘*climbing-way ”’ up to the sky, with ine “ maids 
of heaven gong up and down, and of bis 
waking and placing stones to mark the spot. 
Also, of a bov who had slain a great giant with 
stones from the book, and who alterward was 
made King. These must be traditions of Jacob 
at Bethel, the passage of Israel over the Red 
Sea or the Jordan River, and the slaughter of 
Goliath by David. 


The Upper House of the Conyoeation of the 
Province of Cauterbury is composed exclusively 
of Bishoos. The Lower House consists of 156 
members. Of these, 61 are appointed by the 
Bisho,s; and consequently, for the most part, 
represent the views and opinionsof the Bishops. 
Then there are 21 deans, who, although officers 
of the Church, are appointed by the Prime 
Minister for the time pe ug; o that hey are 
not truly representative. Twenty-eight are 
proctors of the Cathedral clergy alone; making 
in ali,so far, 110. Thus, leay.ng+out of the 
156—iust 46, and no more, who are really chosen 
to represent the Caurch in Convocation. Aad 
to this, that no assistant priest can vote, nor 
any clergyman engaged in tuition,—of whom 
there are, at the present, 4,000,—and is it not 
evident that even the above 46 zepresent only a 
fraction of the clergy? 


The discord in the ranks of the Reformed 
Episcopal Church has maguified itself into per- 
sonalities pot of a character to do the Church 
any honor. Ihe following letter to the Mpuwcona’ 
Recorder from one of the Canadian Reformed is 
a case in point: 

Ortawa, July 18.—Srm: The wicked and dishon-

Comparing 
them with ne members of o ber educated pro- 
fessions.—doctors, officers, lawyers, architects, 
engineers, chemists, or even with journalists,— 
their standard of general attainments is 80 low 
that, supposing one were to draw at hazard the 
names of ten oriests out of the 60,000 in France, 
and pit them against an equal number drawa by 
lot from any of the other professions, the 
chances are a hundred to one that the priests 
would be non piussed in a competitive jexamiona- 
tion. ‘The learned Vicar-teneral of the Diocese 
of Orleans, the Abbe Bougaud, has written a 
pamphiet to bewall the low condition to which 
tae Chureb has fallen by reason of its priests 
being no longer recruited from among the apper 
classes, but almost entirely from the peasantry; 
Cardinal Boanechose, of Rouen (himself an ed- 
ucafed man. for he was a distingushed advogate 
before becoming a priest), bas in more than one 
printed charge to his clergy exborted them to 
studyin order that they may place themselves 
on a level with well-taught laymen; Cardinal 
Guibert, of Paris, in au outburst of unusual 
frankness, once said that the science taught in 
the seminaries was mere childishness; and the 
new Archbishop of Amiens, while be was Bishop 
of Gan, declared that he had not a priest in his 
diovese who could bandy words successfully on 
any point of politics with a country doctor. 

THE BOOK OF DEUTERONOMY. 

Dr. Schaff, in the preface to his Commen- 
tary on Numbers ad Deuteronomy,’ just 
issued, delicately handles the question which 
has been so vigorousty discussed in the Free 
Synod of Aberdeen. “The Scotch Professor 
Robertson Smith has been undergoing pro- 
longed trial by Presbytery and Syuod for his 
alleged beretical belief in regard to the author- 
ship of Deuteronomy and certain other books of 
the Bible. Dr. Schaff savs: “It my be doudted 
whether Presbyteries, Sy ods, and General As- 
sembiies are the proper judicatories for the ad- 
justment of purely critical qués ions on which 
the first Biblical scholars of the age are at issue 
among themselves, and have not yet reached 
final conclusions; but, on the other hand, a free 
church, which supports its theological schools 
without aid from the State, has a perfect right 
to control the teaching in the ame. 
There can be no doubt that the ultimate result 
of these controversies will be a clearer insight

On the Stettin & Dantzic Railway, about half 
between the two stations, lies the little 
Town of Schlawe, of whose very existence most 
people were, until twelve years ago, probably 
jgnorapt. Since that time it has become known 
from its proximity to the Village of Varzin, 
gbere the German Chancellor up to the year 
1878 was accustomed to sveod the summer and 
autumn, remaining occasionally even until far 
goto the winter. It may perhaps be regard-

A SORT OF COINCIDENCE, 

in view of the great successes achieved by Prince 
Bismarck, that the name of (ne small town above 
meotioned, which is another form of the Polish 
word slawa, denotes “renown,” and that 
„ Varmn das by some been traced to“ wawre,”’ 
signitying laurel,“ che inierence being that at 
gome former period @ laurel grove flourished 
there. Varzin is about two anda half hours’ 
good drive from Schlawe. Having passed 
through the southern gate ef Schlawe, 
with its massive dark red tower, our postilion 
blows bis horn cheerily, urging his horses along 
the road between farm buildings and scattered 
cottages iuto the open country. Soon evtering 
ag wide plain we discern to the southeast the 


' replied the 


blue outiines of a chain of hilis, partly bare 
and partly wooded. Alter passing the villages 
of Quatzow and Wusterwitz, our journey lies 
through a more billy country. Not iar from the 
last-named place we enter a beautiful bright- 
red beech wood, iu which here and there we 
catch glimpses of yellow birch tops and of ash 
foliage, still green. The wood is in ail its 
autumn glories; one might almost fancy that it 
was about to burst into flame. lu one place the 
side of a bill, thickly timbered with beech, pro- 
duced a singular illusion, having the appear- 
ance, at a few paces ouly, of a solid rock of red 
granit. Through this wood we drive twice 
over a rivuiet with gravel bottom, the water of 
which is clear as auy mountain stream. It is the 
meandering Grabow. After crossing it the sec- 
ond time we are on 
THE GROUNDS OF THE MANOR VARZIN, 
which, on the one side, are bounded by the 
estate ot Herr von Loe, and ou the o.her by the 
spiendid forests of Prince Charlies Anton von 
Hohenzollern. Leaving ihe bich road at a point 
near Wussow, we tarp into a sandy carriage- 
road, along which we drive for about two Eu- 
giish miles, for some distauce between siately 
old trees. At length we come to another piece 
of red beech wood, which conceals the descent 
to a shallow decinvity,down which we drive 
turoug an avenue of beech trees. We emerge 
from the wood. To the leit lies a garden with 
fruit trees, to the rigut an arable fieid. A few 
hundred steps on a paved road br.ogs us into 
the middie of the complcated group of buiid- 
ings attached to the maver bouse of Varzin. 
We have to the rigut the nouses occupied by tne 
Prince, bis famiiy, his guests, and retinue; aud 
to the leit a park-like garden in which stand a 
latge coach-buuse, ine head camekeeper’s lodge, 
anu some other small bulidinus. Fur.wer aioug, 
on the same side, are tie stables and farm- 
buildings of the estate, built in a quadrangle 
open to Wwe road. 
THE PRINCIPAL BUILDING, 
with its two wings, form a quadrangie, of which 
the north side is open, incios.ug a court-yard 
strewn with sand. This bulidung is some 200 
years old. The back lacade, like the front. is 
colored yellow and white. aud is overgrown with 
a wild vine. Entering tue house from tue 
court-yard the visitor is struck with its unpre- 
teutious appearance, but throughout it bas an 
air of comfort and refinement, suggesting rath- 
er the home of a wealthy mpdleman than the 
castle of au illustrious Pri Neariy all the 
floors are parquet, but the ceilings are simply 
whitewashed with decorations. . Cosily carpets 
and hangings, valuable clocks and cac¥ed works 
are nowhere to be seen, and it is oülx im ine 
drawing-room and the Princess’ ooudoir that 


the visitor meets even with such fancy 
furniture as . chairs covered in silk, mar- 
ble consoles and inlad tables. There 


are but few oil-paintings. But everywhere 
there are pleasant nooks, and from neari, every 
window is a charming view. ‘Phe apartmencs 
are abundantly provided with comfortable rock- 
ing and easy chairs, ottomans aud sofas, and 
bave open flre places lined witu Dutch tiles. 
These are beated at the earliest apprvach of 
cold wea her. ior like ail ucrvous constitutions, 
the Prince loves warmth. Passwmg through the 
dining-room and drawing-room, which are botn 
on the ground floor, the visitor enters a break- 
fast or billard room, waich is more than 
double the size of either of the other two 
rooms. It does not, however, appear so large 
as it is, Owing to a portion formu a deep recess 
somewhat above we levei of me rest of the, 
floor being screened off. Round the wails of the 
large recess are well-cusmoded seats, before 
whicb stands the Princess’ pianoforte. Durie 
my Visit the Chancellor used to sit here waile 
coffee was served, smoking a long student’s 
pipe and chatting pleasantly. 
THE ROOMS OF THE PRINCE 

are on the ground floor of the new building, 
reached irom Count Wilnam's room through a 
long bail-dark corridor, we walls of woich are 
bung with maps aud the like. Turough a fol d- 
un- doot at the end of this passage the visitor 
steps ürst into an apartment about fortv-five 
feet by twenty-four feet, in which the lord of 

the estaie-receives his woodmen and game-kee p> 
ers, bis bailiffs and tebauts. The walls and 
ceiling are simply whitewashed. The former 
are apparently wainscoted for afew feet from 
the ground, but are really stained aud var- 
ished. The adjoinmg robin is tre liorary, a 
large apartment iorming a regular square. [he 
books are near the window opposit ive door in 
two large deep-glazed book-cases. Bebind one 
of these sufficient space is leit for a small sola

8 The walls are entirely bare ot gict- 
Ures. To the right, cluse to the entrance, a 
small box with brass mountings stands ou a 
table, The abutting projection adjacent is en- 
tirely filied by an immense mantelpiece at least 
five ieet broad and more than six bigh. This 1s 
most striking object in the room.

the water; a hunting banger, whith he used on 
his bear-hunimg expeditions in Russia: a sabre, 
in velvet sheath, presented by the Bev of Tunis, 
the costy Damascene blade ot whichis supoosed 
to be of the time of the Crusades, and two Jap- 
anese swords of the finést steel. conferred upon 
the Chancellor in 1872 by the Mikado as a high 
distinction. Here also are a number of the 
presents made to the Prince aud Princess on the 
oceasiou of their silver wedding. About three 
paces from the window, opvosit the cabiuet con- 
taining old arms and other antiquities, stands 
the Cahancellor’s writing-table. It is of walnut 
wood, aud the top covered in green leather, 
and bas on each side two deep drawers wita 
brass handles and mountings, and between 
these a wider and shaliower one. Among 
the objects on the tabie are a candeiabra, sev- 
era) breuze levter-weights of curious designs, a 
large porcelain inkstaud, pens, aud some un- 
usually long and tnick pencils, which the Prince 
now uses almost exclusively. Near the writing- 
tabie we observe on the right alittie oaken table 
with large and smal! sheets of paper, and_on the 
left a large table with books, ameog w is a 
Bible. Ihe Chancellor’s bedroom adjoins the 
library, and this reom also overlooks the park. 
Near it is a narrow, dark passage, from which on 
the right hand some steps lead toa bath. On 
the same side, near the door to the bath, we no- 
ticed a mysterious-looking littie gate, from 
wich a spiral s@aircase descends into the dark- 
ness below. Is that the donjon?’’ I inquired. 

“MY DOOR OF ESCAPE,”’ 

Prince. As he afterwards explained, 
it enables bim to beat a retreat when suddenly 
threatened with an uvoweicome but vot-to-be-re- 
fused visitor. Where the subterranean passage 
leads to, where it emerges into daylight, and 
where the fugitive seeks farcher retreat, must 
not be disclosed. 

In woat way the Prince evades other undesir- 
able visitors the following example will show: 
* One day a man came who sent me word on 
my declining to see him that if he could not 
come in be would go and hang himself. 1 sent 
a message to say that if he could not help doing 
so | would bave the newest aud strongest rope 
fetched tor hun. but see me he could not. He 
then took his departure without, to my Koowl- 
edge, having done any barm to himself.“ 

THE MANOR OP VARZIN 


formerly belonged to a far larger and more val- 
uable group ol estates, part of which were ori- 
inally in the possession of the Von Zizewitz 
family, and afterward in that of the Couut Von 
Podewils. At the beginning of the present cent- 
ury the estate, which bad become diminished 
in extent, passed into the hands of Herr Von 
Blumenthal, who received in 1814 the title of 
Coum. It was froma member of this family 
that the Prince, in 1867, after the substantial 
acknowledgment for his services to the State 
voted bim by the Prussian Diet, acquired tne 
property, then still further reduced i area by 
the sale of the Chorow estate. At that time 
the manor, shrunk from its original 90,000 
acres, more or less, to about a fifthof that quan- 
tity, comprised, besides Varzin, the estates W us- 
sow, Pudiger, and Misdow, witb the outlying 
farm Charlottenthal oaly. The Frluce has em- 
braced every opportunity to add to bis domain 
by purchase. In 1868 ne acquired the Selitz 
estate, and in 1874 Chorow, which had been 
allenated by his predecessor, was transferred to 
him, making the total area some 26,000 acres. 
The Prince, bowever, does not content bimself 
merely with adding land to land, but is an ener- 
getic aud thoughtiul improver. He was always 
a capital farmer, and be is so still. 
THE VILLAGES OF VARZIN 

lies for the most part to the vorth and east of 
the mansion and farm-buildmes. It is small 
aud uvimportant, consisting merely of a double 
row of nouses near the high road. The popuia- 
tion is composed of five cultivators of the soil 
and of a iew day-ladorers and village artisans. 


In the ~public-house of the place live 
the police sent from Berlin to pro- 
tect the Prince from attempts on his per- 
son. It need scarcely be said that Varziu has 


telegraphic connection with the Capital and a 
Postmaster, tbrough whose hands in a recent 
year uo less than 650,000 letters and packets 
and some 10.000 telegrams passed. In vain did 
a notice appear in all the journals deprecating 
the cuptinuance of these troublesome commu- 
nications. This only seemed to augment them, 
and the subjects dealt with were almost as ou- 
merous as the envelopes. Every device was em- 
ployed to induce the Chancellor himself to 
open these letters. They were registered, they 
were marked To be personally opened“ or 
Important contents—piease to read yourself.”’ 
This evil gradualiv took such appalling dimen- 
sions that the Prince felt necessitated to issue 
an order deciining to receive all private letters 
not evidentiy emanating from relations or par- 
ticular trieods. Ihere is no church in the vil- 
lage. Whoever wishes to hear a sermon has to 
go to Wussow, about an hour’s distance. The 
Prince, altnougn a God-fearing man, seeking His 
strength and consolations m religion, and re- 
garding death as the janua vila, seldom attends 
public worsbip. 

The Coancellor in his Varzin retreat devotes 
himself chiefly to seck ng 
REFRESHMENT FROM OVERWORK AND FRICTION. 


He does not wear bere his usual town dress, a 
cuirassier’s uniform, but in the house a black 
suit and white cravat, with pale red and blpe 
flowers, and out of doors a thick gray jacket 
and a broad-brimmed bat with high crown. 
Soon after 9 o’clock be would be out for a walk, 
accompanied by bis knobbed stick and nis dogs. 
Betweeo 10 and 11 o’clock the Chancellor with 
his family and the visitors sit down to an Eo- 
Elisu breakfast. He himself usually takes a 
Class of milk and then one or two cups of coffee, 
with toast and two soit-boiled eggs. Letters 
and telegrams are brought to him during the 
meal, and be then gives instructions bow they 
are to be dealt with. Shortly afterwards busi- 
ness is transacted with the farmers. bailiffs, 
and woodmen of the estate. Between 1 and 
2 o'clock a ride or a drive is taken in ar 
open carriage. Visits to or from neighbors 


are the exception; ovossibly political dit- 
ferences may account for this. Previous 
to the Prince’s stay in Varzin in 1877 


he could nut bear toe fatigue of much riding, 
particulariy a gallop. But the benefit derived 
at Gastein strengthened him too in this respect. 
‘The dioner bour is about 5:30. The Chanoceilor 
feeds his two dots from the table with his own 
hands. “The sigut of this suggested to me pict- 
urea of Woden with his two Wolves. ‘After.ain- 
ner a cup of coffee te taken lu the billiard-room, 
where the Prince usually sits smoking a pipe in 
front of the fire, which be occasionally repien- 
isnes with a log from the basket standing near. 
At about 10 o’clock tea is served iu the Princess’ 
boudoir, of which, during my stay, the Prince 
did not partake, preferring a giass of mk, and 
at about 11:30 the family retire to rest. 


THE PRINCE'S TABLE 


is provided almost exclusively with what has 
beeo reared, grown, and killed upon his own 
property. Almostgpeveryth ug eaten here.“ 
suid the Prince one evening, comes 
from my estates,—meat, game, — ere 
am 
obliged occasionally to buy a sheep from one of 
my tenaats, and my family is not large enough 
for me tio kill my own beef. i get that from 
Dietze. woo employs so many people in his 
sugar reflnery.“ the Chancellor bas for some 
time past abandoned outdoor sports. ‘These he 
bas leit to his sons. But he is as fond as ever 
ot wandering about bis park, which well justi- 
fies his inclination. The Prince knows every 
large tree un the lace. He seems to have made 
himself acquainted with every inch of his terri- 
tury. The night, the moon and the stars, too, 
not unfrequeptly witness bis wanderuys. He 
often spoke to me of his observations and re- 
flections in his park. One day be pleasantly 
described how he had watched his daws teach 
their young to fly, how he had nen seen them 
lead their little oues to the neigubormg coast to 
their worm diet, ana bow ultimately they went, 
“like grand iolks, to spend their winter in the 
town in the towers of Stoip and Schlawe.“

The following new inventions by residents of 
Nevada have been caveated at the Washington 
Patent Office: 

A Barber's Muzz’'er—This is a very servicea- 
ble contrivance, which can be fastened ove: a 
barber’s mouth to prevent his talkmg while 
shav.ng customers.

A FUNNY IRISH SCORY. 


Father Phil's Collectiqn—-How He Raised 
Money to New-Roof His Church, 
By Samuel Lover. 

Father Blake was more familiarly known by 
the name of Father Phil. By either title, or 
in whatever capacity, the worthy Father had 
great influence over his parish, and there 
was a free-.nd-easy way with him, even in 
doing the most solemn duties, which agreed 
wonderfully. with the devil-mav-care spirit of 
Paddy. Stiff and starched formality in any way 
is repugnant to the very nature of Irishmen. 
There are forms, it is true, and many in the 
Romish Church, but they are not cod forms, 
but attractive rather, to asensitive people; be- 
sides, I believe those very forms, when observed 
the least formally, are the most influential en 
the Irish. : 

With all his intrinsic worth, Father Phil was

President Hu ber Explains the Kelly 
Contract and O her Matters. 


No Rights Bequeathed to the Star 
Club by the Defunct Cinein- 
natis. 


New Engagements Reported in Boston, 
Oleveland, and Troy---Notes of 
the Game. 


SOME EXPLANATIONS, 

Speaking in a general way of League matters 
yesterday, President Hurlbert commented some- 
what at len on the hostile and ill-considered 
criticisms of Cincinnati Zaquirer, the Troy 
Times, etc., with reference to the engagement of 
Kelly and Goldsmith by the Chicago Ciub. He 
aid: When the League met at Buffalo last 
September the Cincinnati Clab failed to appear in 
person or by proxy, although Mr. Neff had given 
positive assurance of his intention to attend. I 
had made an effort to ascertain specifically whether 
the Cincinnati Club meant to keep up its organiza- 
tion and stay in the League; but, while I was 
perfectiy certain the Club would drop out, I got 
no definit reply from Mr. Neff, who, for reasons 
which I can understand and appreciate, evidently 
did not just then want to make known his pur- 
posé to quit base-vall altogether. I did, however, 
expect tosee him at Buffalo, and was disappointed 
at his not coming, When the League was about 
to take action in reference to the engagement 
of players I telegraphed Neff to Know his Club's 
intentions, and in reply received no information 
on that point; but he authorized me to vote 
and act for the Cincinnati Club on all 
questions at my own discretion. Accordingly, 
when the reservation agreement had been devised 
and drawn up, I signed it for the Cincinnati Club, 
and when it came to naming five viayers I again 
wired Neff for. instructions, and again was re- 
quested to act absolutely for Cincinnati in the mat- 
ter. I therefore named the Cincinnati five, taking 
care to select the five who, in my judgment, were 
most to de desired, and I think few persons will 
disag.ee with my selections, namely: the two 
Waites, Kelly, McVey, and Hotaling. Shortly 
after the League meeting adjourned notice was re- 
ceived by Secretary Young of the absolute release 
by Mr. Neff of ail the playerein the Cincinnati 
Club. This notice abrogated the reservation agree- 
ment so far as that Club was concerned, and we 
promptly proceeded to engage Kelly, as we hada 
perfect rigpt to do.” 

Relative to Goldsmith's encagement, Mr. Hul- 
bert explained that that player was not, and had 
not been, under contract to the Troy Club, as was 
ascertained both from Goldsmith himself and 
from Secretary Young, who had received no 
notice Of any such engagement. Therefore, 
when Troy named Uoidsmith among its five, 
it was at once remindea that the resolution 
uf the League oa that subdject did not admit of re- 
serving any players not then under contract to the 
Clad making the reservation. Troy saw the mis- 
take, and so did Providence, who had named Far- 
rell among its reserve. Special action was had oy 
the League in favor of Cleveland to enable that 
Club to reserve Shaffer and Richmond, neither of 
whom were then ender contract: but there was no 
exception made in favor of either Troy or Provi- 
dence, and those Clubs could therefore not reserve 
Goldsmita or Farrell. 

The Troy people had exactly as much right to 
the services of Goldsmith as the Cincinnati Star 
Club new has to those of Kelly. viz.: none at ail. 
There would never have been anything sai¢ rela- 
tive tothe engagement of Kelly by tbe Chicago 
Club bad it not deen for the persistent and idiotic 
yawp indulved in by the Znquirer. which, 
without any definit knowledge of the me 
of base-bal), or League law, or sense, invariably 
raises a how! whenever the Chicago Club makes a 
move tnat conflicu with the interests of the rag- 
tag and bobtail organization in Cincinnati, which 
goes to pieces with alarming regularity at the end 
of every two or three seasons, and is reconstructed 
for another demolition through the energy of local 
enthusiasts whose bank account is far in advance 
of their judgment. Having gotten together for 
1879 a team which—on paper—was iocapable of 
defeat, and landed, nobody knows where, at tne 
end of the season, and then exploded, Cincinnati 
rons in a new ciuoon the Leagae, and wants all 
the privileges enjoyed by the old one even before 
the Stars are admitted to League membership. 
What they will demand after admittance it woula 
be hard to guess. But all their howling and biuff- 
ing will amount to nothing. Kelly will stay in 
Cuicago, and the Stars will do as its predecessors 
in Cincinnati have done, —fail. 4 

Thus far the Stars have en six men: W. 
White, John Clapp, Mike Mansell, Jono Manning, 
Andy Leonard, and Sam Wright. An effort was 
made to get Fulmer, but he had aiready engaged in 
Albany, and could not secure a release. Clapo, 
who is in California with the old Cincinnati team, 
has been authorized to engage Purcell and Smith 
in case he thmks them valaaole. President 
Thorner is in Coruing. N. I., to-day, and will 
make a final effort to mduce Jim White to play in 
Cincinnati next season, and the Boston Clud will 
be asked to release Jones n order that he may play 
in Cincinnati next year.

GERMANY, AUSTRIA, AND RUSSIA. 


3 — of Germany and Austria.How 
ey Are Constitutea— osofy 
1 Them. ore — 
ARIs, Nov. 1.—It was thought at first that 
the visit of Prince Bismarck to Vienna only fur- 
nished an opportunity for what the diplomats 
still call, in their own phraseology, an exchange 
of ideas. But it is now betieved in the best in- 
formed circles that there has been something 
more; that the visit had been prepared by along 
and formal negotiation, and that the last act of 
this negotiation has been a positive agreement, 
made in view of well-defined eventualities. The 
truth will leak out io our days. When Count 
Cavour went to Plombieres and arranged with 
| the Emperor Napoleon the Italian war of Inde- 


as 
there had been anything more at Plombieres 
than an exchange of ideas. When_ Prince Bis- 
marek weut to Biarritz, and prepared with Na- 
poleon III. the war against Austria, which 
ended at Sadowa and which gave Venetia to the 
Italians and the German hegemony to Prussia, 
the official papers in Prussia as well asin France 
repeated again that there had been nothing at 
Biarritz except an exchange of ideas. We are 
quite familiar now with the wavs of the German 
Chancellor; we know that he is economical of 
his time, that be does nothing in vain; and we 
can hardly believe that the visit to Vienna was 
merely a visit of courtesy. in fact, we suspect 
that the most important questions received their 
eventual solution during this visit, and our be- 
lief rests not only on the well-knowa character 
uf the Chancellor, but also on what Napoleon 
once called the irresistible logic of facts.“ 
This irresistible logic has gradually brought 
Austria back towards Germany. There has 
never been in Austria anything like a national 
feeling, owing to the great variety of races in 
the Empire. What Metternich once contemptu- 
ously said of Italy, namely: that she was but a 
‘* geographical expression,’’ was perhaps true a 
hundred years ago; but now Italy bas, under 
tne influence of a few statesmen and writers, 
become a nation. Austria, of the contrary, has 
become a ** geographical expression “: her real 
centre has long been the Empire, the Emperor; 
even now the popularitv of Francis Joseph is 
very great,—he is equally well received in the 
old Germanic provinces, in Tyrol, in Austria 
proper, in Pesth, io Dalmatia, and Ilyria; but 
this very popularity is ewing to the fact that 
the House of Austria bas never crushed one 
———— at the expense of another; the Em- 
ror was and is still considered as the natural 
protector of a number of peoples—some civil- 
ized, some semi-civilized. The court and the 
army have been everything; all the life of 
the large Emoire was centered in them. 
Even Polish Galicia has always looked on 
the Emperor with more complacency than the 
Poles of Posen on the King of Prussia or the 
Poles of Warsaw on the Czar. The political 
streogth ot Austria was in the freedom of che 
various races, not in a political or parliamentary 
sense, but in an ethnographica! sense. 
Notwitnstanding this variety of races the 
Emperors of Austria have always contended for 
the German hegemony; this political hegemony 
was finally taken from them by Prussia. The 
first shock was severe; Sadowa was a terrible 
blow; but after a while it seemed natural, even 
to the Germans of Austria, that Prassia should 
become the centre of gravity of all che Germanic 
populations. Prussia was a purely Germanic 
power; she was the centreof German culture; 
the war with France and the cos quests made in 
France only increased the sentwment of admira- 
tion of all German-speaking peoples for the 
Hohenzollern. Austria had been excladed, 
after Sadowa, from the new German Confedera- 
tion; it became the desire of all Germans to 
unite her again in some form or other to the 
great Fatherland.” ‘The House of Hapsburg 
could probably have made a rapprochement 
impossible; the descendeut of the old Emperors 
could have sulked and kept aloof. Francis 
Joseph did not choose to do 30; he had been 
brought up in the scheol of adversity; be bad 
lost the magnificent provinces which his an- 
cestors possesseu is Italy; be had lost the 
leadership of the smail Ger potentates; he 
did not choose to war the He 
submitted to fate is the interést of his peoples, 
and it became evidzut that, while he preserved a 
dignified attitude. he became more and more 
disposed to enterinto some sort of an arra 
ments with tne gew Emperor of Germany. The 
rapprochement Was not direct at once; it was 
first tried in the form of that triangular alliance 
which bas deen called the alliance of the three 
Emperors, ard which was seemingly only made 
for the general interests of Europe. It would 
have been difficult at tirst to make a dualistic 
alliance; the Emperor of Russia became uncon- 
eciously the connecting link between the two 
Empires which occupy tne central part of 


Europe. 

The complete development of Italian unity 
was accomplished by force; but it has pever 
— the intention of Prince Bismarck to com- 

lete German unification by force. It was prob- 
ably not the intention ot · Cavour to conquer the 
kingdom of the two Sicilies; but in Italy there 
was a force which even Cavour could not mas- 
ter, the revolationary force. Garibaldi’s expe- 
dition to Sicily, his march from Marsala to 
Naples, are well-known events; the sieze of 
Gaeta by the Piedmontese army was only the 
crowning incident of the war begun by the revo- 
tionary army. The House of Savoy “had to 
choose between an alliance with the revolution 
and war against the revolution. Time will show 
if the revolutionary elements which play so 
t a bart in the development of talian 
unity will not oppose its future consolidation. 
Without being an alarmist, it is impossible not 
to see in the state of parties in Italy something 
which is not satisfactory. The Govern- 
ment of the country has failen into hands 
which are not the bands of such men as Cavour, 
D’Azeglio, Mamiam, Ricasoli. Parliamentary 
government has somewhat fallen into contempt, 
from the solftting-up of the old parties into a 
confusion of small groups, whick have no 
centre except the ambition of one man. The 
Republican party is not yet very strong in Italy, 
but it keeos up a desaltory agitation, and it has 
lately taken the dangerous form of what is 
called Italia irredeota.” It claims for Italy 
the City of Trieste and the Tyrolese district 
called the Trentino, which belong to Austria. 

The movemeot for German unity has not in 
our time been tainted in the least by the revolu- 
tionary element; it bas been altogether what I 
migbt call ao Imperial movement. The people, 
the army, bave followed the lead of the states- 
men; they have not led. ‘he present Emperor 
of Germany witnessed the revolution of 1845, 
was himself obliged in 1849 to combat the revo- 


jution in Baden; he has no sympathy 
for the revolution in any form. When 
he acceptec the crown offered him dy 


the King of Bavaria, in the name of all the 
sovereign Princes of Germany, be did not usurp 
the rights of any ober sovereign; he only did 
what ine first Emperors nad done. The form 
of his election was a returo to the past, not an 
insult to the past. The annoerations made d 
Prussia bave ue ver been sanctioned in the m 
ern fashion by the suffrage of the populations. 
Napoleon III., when he received Savoy from the 
hands of King Victor Emanuel, thought that 
bis title was not good as long as the majority 
of the Savoyards had not voted for him. The 
Emperor ef Germany bas never tied himself oy 
such rules; be beiieves in the old-fashioned 
richts. — i the rient of conquest, in the richt of 
cession from Prince to Prince. The relations 
which are now estaolished in me Confederation 
of Germany are all implicitiy or explicitly de- 
rived {rom these old rights. The relations with 
the old German Provinces still belonging to 
Austria will, in all probability, not be of a dif- 
ferent character. 

A conquest, pure and simple, would be as sim- 
ple a solution as possible of the difficulty; but 
nobody thinks of such a conquest. Sa- 
dowa Prince Bismarck carefully avoided robbing 
Austria of a single province; all he wanted was 
the leadership in the Gemran Bund. He had 
conquered it; ne did not add a single Austrian 
potato-field to bis conquest. Aastria was to be

THE FASHIONS. 
WINTER BONNETS. 
Harper's Bazar. 

The novelty for the head is the toque, which 
is really a bat, but is worn as a bonnet, 
witn strings or without, according to fancy. 
The crown is small and quite round, and the 
brim is enlarged ina curve all around it just 
like a bowl, somewhat in the shape of the 
helmet bats worn by gentlemen. It is very 
handsome when made with a satin crown, 
and the brim covered with plush with deep pile- 
like fur, or else real sealskin, beaver, or otter 
is used. The fancy then is to rest two tiny 
pigeons or doves on the left side as the 
only trimming, while others have merely two 
ostrich tips, turned right and left; pear the 
front. All furry-looking hats and bonnets, 
such as those made of beaver, are fashionable 
in brown, gray, and black. Sometimes the 
entire bonnet or hat is of fur or plush, but 
very dressy bonnets have usually a differ- 
ent fabric for the crown: satin and satin 
antique (which is smooth plush) crowns are 
seen with the various kinds of fur, of which seal 
and beaver are probably the most popular. 
Eccentric tastes wear an owl’s head with staring 
eyes on these wintry-looking hats. For dress 
bonnets white brocaded satin. with s ometimes 
embossed velvet figures, is used for the crown, 
while the brim will be plain velvet of a con- 
trasting color. The softest curled ostrich plumes 
vesembling willow feathers are used on these, 
aleo the heads of birds with closed eyes, as if 
asleep. Pure white trimmings are again used 
on black bonnets; for instance, a black velvet 
bonnet will be trimmed with white watered rib- 
bon and white plumes. There are also bonnets 
witb white brocaded satin crown and plaio brim 
of black velvet. The new changeable velvets 
are used for rich bonnets in quaint contrasts of 
color, trimmed witb a scarf of cashmere-figured 
silk in which are many goid threads; others are 
trimmed with plush-striped ribbons that change 
in different lights to show contrasting colors. 

Few bonnets are made entirely of velvet, 
though occasionally one is seen that charms by 
its simplicity; for instance, à cabriolet or small 
scoop bonuet is made of very dark garnet vel- 
vet, with smooth lining of pink satin showing 
in the Open brim at front and back. Two ostrich 
tips, one pink and the other garnet, are on the 
left of the brim, two roses of these shades bang 
behind under the curtain, and the garnet satin 
strings are held on by shaded garnet dragon- 
flies. It is, however, far more usual to have the 
crown of eatin and the brimof velvet, and these 
are of contrasting colors, as ap old-gold satin 
crown will have a garnet velvet brim, and the 
trimming will be feathers in cashmere colors. 
The black velvet bonnets that never lose favor 
with ladies of conservative tastes are euriched 
this winter by gay-colored cashmere lace laid 
over old gold or white sstin linings, and are 
trimmed outside with a scarf and strings of 
cashmere silk, or perhaps of changeable silk 
with cashmere ribbon laid upon it. The satin 
antique bonnets are, however, considered the 
most stylish black bonnets, especially when 
laden with beads in cashmere colors, or else ine 


jeu. 

Fewer felt bonnets are shown than at previous 
seasons, as the preference is given to lustrous 
beavers or  satips. Sometimes chapge- 
able ribbons are used with plush stripes to warm 
up a cold gray felt, while another of clear 
French grav is lined with bottle green velvet, 
perfectly plain, while outside are ostrich tips of 
paie blue and garnet. instead of felt round 
hats the Hamburg long-sapped beaver bats are 
chosen. These are very soft and pliable, and 
also {urry-looking. A cord and roset are the 
only trimmings. They come in cloth shades of 
dark red. green, brown, or blue, to wear with 
cloth suits, and also in gray or drab, to wear 
with English surtouts of the same color. 

FULL-DRESS TOILETS. 

The design for dinuer and reception dresses 
is a basque with flowing-trained skirt that is flat 
and clinging in front, and which may be en- 
larged by panniers at the hipsif the wearer 
chooses. The train is made of four breadths of 
sativ, though three of wide velvet are consid- 
ered quite ample. These breadths are sewed to 
the Delt in six plaits directly in the middle of 
the back, and are rounded at the lower edge, 
not pointed or square. A broad-gored front 
breadth with a clinging side gore on each side 
completes the skirt. The back seams of these 
gored breadths have strmgs for tying behind 
the figure, but the train flows loosely from the 
belt, and is often lined throughout witb crino- 
line muslin. Sometimes this train is gauged 
deeply at the top instead of being plaited. 
Deep flounces are, however, not used upon it, 
as the great width would make flounces ciumsy ; 
one, two, and often three very parrow knife- 
piaitings of satin made to lap-trim the 
and sometimes an effective shell 
trimmings, is used for edging the train. 
Rich trimmings are lavished on 
the three short-gored breadths of the front and 
sides. ‘The panniers best liked are more like 
scarfs and sashes than the curved gathered 
draperies usualiy called panniers. They are put 
on directly at the belt, do not extend very far 
below the hips, and often hang ip a sash end 
(made of the whole brocaded breadth) either 
straight down the middie of ine front breadth 
nearly to the foot, where it ends iu fringe, or 
else it hangs behind, either in one or two ends, 
nearly straigbt, almost to the end of the train. 
Ihe corsage of such dresses retains the basque 
shape behind, but may be either sharply pointed 
or else a short polka basque in front, This is 
true of both high and low corsages. ‘The open- 
ing at the neck of bigh dressy basques may be 
square or pointed, but folds to give surplice and

fichu effects. When brocades are used, some-

most cases these rich brocades are put on skirts
